soldier of the revolution against whom i 
no accusation of cruelty or barbarity' 
has been leveled, but he was the most 
conspicuous perhaps from the fact that 
his efforts on the side of mercy never 
brought about his own ruin. Almost 
every battle in which ho was engaged 
might have furnished an excuse for 
leading him to the guillotine in the 
footsteps of his old friends and com- 
manders, Dillon and Biron, and yet, in 
Bpite of his many enemies and the fierce 
jealousy which he excited, he managed 
to keep his-head on his shoulders while 
many another, far less suspected, fell. 


And this brings us to a question 


which can hardly fail to -force itself 
upoii our attention. How was it that 
Marceau, as a huruano and honorable 
gentleman, could bring himself to serve 
under the orders of Eossiguol and Tur 
reau? One can only say that he made 
rare proof of his patriotism in not de 
serting his post. One knows what hi 
felt about the successful campaign in La 
Vendee from a letter which he addressee 
to his sister Emirs—the sister to whom 
he poured out all his confidences—when 
she wrote to congratulate him on his 
brilliant victories at Le Mans and Save 
nay: 


"What, my dear sister, do you con 


gratulate me on these two battles, or 
rather these two massacres and do you 
really wish to have a leaf from 
laurels? Do you not know that they are 
stained and soiled with human blood, 
with the blood, moreover, of our fellow 
countrymen? I shall not return to La 
Vendee. It is painful to me to have to 
fight against Frenchmen."—London 
Spectator.

The established facts m the case are 


,hat the body of a woman has been 
cremated in the basement. 
The pres- 


ence of the murderous butcher knife 
and two razors leave little doubt but 
that this woman, whoever she was, was 
foully dealt with. 
The disappear- 


ance of Miss Clawson and the other 
circumstances related may be only 
coincidences, but the theory of all who 
are familiar with the details of the oaee 
so far as known is that she is the 
victim. 


Whether the woman whose body was 


burned in the furnace was murdered is 
a matter of conjecture, but it will not 
be for long. 
The authorities are on 


the trail and there is no doubt but that 
within a few days the details will be 
brought to light. 


The police have been investigating 


the basement of the church for further 
traces,of the missing girl, Miss Claw- 
sen. 
It was known that the girl had 


false teeth, and in the ashes in the 
grate was found two false teeth, which 
had 'been put on with small rivets. 
They are unmistakably front teeth. A 
pair ef overalls were also dug up in 
the basement of the church, having 
been buiied to a depth of fourteen 
inches.
